Members of the School Board: 

The town has been fo.tunate that we have been cble to main- 
tain the schools in normal operation in a wartime period when 
many lines of endeavor have been obliged to abandon the idea of 
“business as usual’. Supplies and tests have been ample, al- 
though deliveries have been slow in some instances. 

There have been a number of improvements during’ the past 
vear. New spelling texts heve repiaced the old ones; the revised 
edition of the H!son reading system has been placed in the first 


gerade: Numbe: workbooks have been used in the first two grades 


for the first time: English workbooks have been used in the 
six upper grades, All of these changes were made in the interest 
of better instruction, and results seem to have justified thern. 
Other improvements have been new window shades and window 
ventilators at West Pawlet, and necessary window shades on the 
west windows of one room at the Village. Fhe Village building 
has also been painted on the outside. 

The average enrollment last year was 128 with an average 


daily attendance of 109.38. HEighty-three or 85.6% of the pupils 


in school at the end of the year were promoted, 12 of them on con- 
dition. It seemed wise for 16 to repeat a grade. There were 118 


elementary pupils enrolled this fall. Last year there were 33 r 


high school tuition pupils. 


A number of schools throughout the District serve some sort | 


of a hot dish or drink at noon, but Pawlet Village is the only 
school equipped with facilities for providing a real hot lunch, and 


is the only school doing so. This school is also the only one in | 


the District attempting a program of visual instruction with a 
projector. To make this a complete success, however, one room 
should be equipped with darkening curtains. ; 

North Pawlet school is running at capacity, and in two more 


years will have completed 100 years of service, and it would seem - 


that such a record should be observed in some way. If the pop- 
ulation trend is such that the school is likely to be operated for 
some time to come, it might De well to plan some further im- 


provement of it in the way of enlargement, and more sanitary | 
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toilet facilities. The room is comfortable and attractive as it is, 
but is crowded. 

Pians for next: year should include extending the revised read- 
ing system into the second grade, and provision of the work- 
books described above which seem to have their worth as teaching 
aids. It may be necessary to renew some of the large shades at 
the Village school.

To the People of Vermont: 


During 1944 the War Finance Committee for Vermont con- 
ducted the Fourth, Fifth and Sixth War Loan Campaigns, all 
eminently successful;—successful not alone in the amount of 
money raised but successful in that it enabled more than one 
hundred thousand Vermonters to save and at the same time fur- 
nish their government with funds to conduct the war. 


In these three campaigns Vermonters purchased $112,000,000 
worth of Bonds of all kinds; $20,450,000 in Series B Bonds and 
$8,626,000 in Series F and G Bonds, and the remainder in the 
socalled Treasury issues. 


To sell this large amount of Bonds required a good organiza- 
tion and a cooperative response on the part of the people. We 
had both. 


Vermont’s sales army in each of the three campaigns consisted 
of about four thousand men and women. People who gave of 
their time and effort to make these campaigns a success;}—to 
them, as well as to the people of Vermont, I am grateful. 


As we assemble in town meeting this year with the realization 
that the management of our political and civic affairs is in our 
own hands, let us turn our thoughts to those who are fighting to 
preserve these rights and liberties. Let us resolve that there may 
be no lessening in our efforts to back them to the limit that the 
war may be shortened and that their return to their homes may 
be hastened. i

The resources of this department and its ability to make pay- 
ments are determined by the state appropriation which is matched 
by federal funds. During recent months it has not been possible 
to grant assistance or to increase all who were found eligible after 
investigation. The cost of living has increased so much that 
about every case needs to be increased that is not now getting 
the maximum. The cooperation of Overseers ins extending tem- 
porary aid and supplementary medical service has been very 
helpful. 


The administrative expenses of this department have risen 
slightly during the biennial period but the administrative review 
of the Social Security Board emphasizes that the tctal adminis- 
trative cost per case per month is among the lowest in the coun- 
try. 


The advice and counsel of local officials and interested people 
are gratefully acknowledged by this department and its field staff.

Prethers of the Pawlet School Board: 


There is not a great deal to be reported about your schools, 
but it is customary for the superintendent to make some com- 
ment upon them through you to the public. 


The physical plant is in excellent* condition as a result of 
_ heating system and other repairs to both West Pawlet, and 
Pawlet Village, though some painting may be needed this next 
vear. New window shades have been installed at both schools 
where needed. 


A major improvement needed at both the larger schools is a 
more efficient installation of electric lights like those at North 
Pawlet. This was especially noticeable this year because of so 
much cloudy weather through the fall season. The present in- 
stallation at Pawlet Village is better than that at West Pawlet. 


[ hope some means will be found for securing facilities for 
darkening one of the rooms at the Village School so there can 
be more efficient use of the nice projector the school has pur- 
chased. 


Certain text purchases planned for this year were not made 
owing to the difficulty of getting books, which explains why the 
‘budget allotment for texts was not all used. We did get texts 
“enough to extend the use of the revised edition of the basal 
reading system through another grade. 

The hot lunch program at Pawlet and North Pawlet is the 
best one provided .in the whole ‘District, and 1 assume is a 
source of satisfaction to the parents, or it would not be continued. 

I think that we have reason to be pleased in the middle of 
- this school year that Pawlet’s school youngsters are being so 
well cared for in good schools in charge of capable teachers, and 
I appreciate your cooperation in making this possible.

During recent months it has not been 
possible to grant assistance or to increase all who were found 


eligible after investigation. The cost of living has increased so . 


much that about every case needs to be increased that is not now 
getting the maximum. The cooperation of Overseers in extend- 
ing temporary aid and supplementary medical services has been 
very helpful. . 


The administrative expenses of this department have risen 
slightly during the biennial period but the administrative re- 
view of the Social Security Board emphasizes that the total 
administrative cost per case per month is among the lowest in 
the country. 


The advice and counsel of local officials and interested peonle 


are gratefully acknowledged by this department and its field 
staff.
